“way Committee oí the Belfast Corporation 
in regard to its omnibus services. “The 
total “bys revenue of £79,000 involves. 
net loss of £19,000, nearly a quarter c! 
-the revenue. The result of the year’s 
working is that a surplus of £58,130 froin 
the tramway services is reduced to 
£39,359 owing to losses on the ‘buses. 


| When the Belfast Corporation was giver 


a monopoly of passenger transport in 
Belfast under the Transport Bill it ha: 
to take over a number of existing "bus 
services and omnibuses. The charve for 
depreciation is consequently rather high— 
viz,, £14,156, or nearly 18 per cent. at 
the total revenue—and they have still 
operating a number of the uneconomic 
single-deck ‘buses. 

It is clear that, if the Corporation is 
to make any headway, they will have to 
supply double-deck ‘buses on all the prin- 
cipal routes, as it has been proved by 
experience that this type is more 
remunerative. Since the Tramway Com- 
mittee supplied a large number of modern 
and well-equipped tramcars these have 
restored the trams to popular favour, and 
there is a demand that the older type of 
tramcar should be eliminated as quickly 
as possible. 


The committee of the Ulster Automobile 
Club has drawn attention to the growth 
of joy-riding. Vehicles are removed from 
the streets almost every night, and not 
infrequently they are found abandoned in 
the country or become involved in an 
accident. Motorists contend that those 
“who engage in this practice are not dealt 
with by tke magistrates with sufficient 
severity and that there is a disposition to 
look upon these escapades as irresponsible 


pranks. It is not generally realised that 


such unauthorised driving of motor cars 
has a serious aspect not only for the 
motorist whose car has been appropriated, 
and perhaps damaged, but also for the 
general public; for cars taken without 
authority and driven by unlicensed 
persons are not covered in respect of third 
party risks, and members of the public 
who receive injury may not be able to 
get any compensation. | 


BUTTER SUBSIDIES. 


- The outcry against the importation of 
Free State butter to Northern Ireland 
under the subsidy arrangement has not 
abated, and certain sections of agri- 
eulturists are demanding that extra duties 
should be imposed. The consuming public 
in Northern Ireland, however, have no 
complaint to find with a plan that pro- 
vides them with cheap butter. Those who 
are now protesting against the subsidised 
Free State butter forget that large 
quantities of Soviet butter were recently 
imported into Northern Ireland by means 
of subsidies, and that nearly all the 
butter which arrives ftom t*: Dominions 
and foreign countries is subsidised. 
There would be some point in the 
protest if Northern farmers could produce 
sufficient butter to meet the demand in 
Northern Ireland, but the Northern 
Minister of Agriculture recently declared 
that the Northern creameries cannot 
supply the demand for Northern Ireland 
butter for the past “ two or three years,” 
even in the summer months. To help the 
creameries a bill was passed to enable 
them to re-mark imported butter, cut it

Kurt Dohmann, an expert assessor of 
electro-medical appliances, gave evidence of 
having examined the premises at Charlotte 
street and of comparing articles appearing on 
the statement of claim with what he found 
on the premises.

REPAYING AMERICAN 
SUBSCRIBERS,

HE discussion of the various stages of 
the Dail Eireann Loans and Funds 
(Amendment) Bill is likely to afford oppor- 
tunity for lively debate in the Dail during 
the coming weeks. The bill was introduced 
by Mr. Sean MacEntee, “Giinister for 
Finance, last week, and its text was cir- 
culatel to depcties yesterday. It proposes 
to give the Government »owers ‘o raise 
a sum of not more than £1,500,000, ‘‘to 
make provision for the redemption of the 
outstanding balances of che loans floated 
in tLe United States of America under the 
authority of the first Dail Eireann and the 
second Dail Eireann respectively.” 

Tt is recalled that some years ago, 
following litigation in the U1i'ed States 
Supreme Court as to the custody of the 
balance of the funds then on deposit in 
the United States, an-order was made for 
the return to the subscribers of the un- 
spent moneys, About one half of the 
amounts subscribed was dealt with in this 
way. The bill that is now being pro- 
moted will, it is understood, be used to 
pay to tie subscribers the balance of the 
amount subscribed. 


REDEMPTION TERMS. 


The terms of the proposed redemption 

are :— 

(a) Where there was no payment on 
account, the sum of one dollar and 
twenty-five cent for every dollar sub- 
scribed, or 

(b) where there was @ payment on 
account, a sum equal to the difference 
between the sum of one dollar and 
twent¥-five cents for every dollar sub- 
scribed and the amount of such pay- 
ment on account - 

The bill provides that the redemption 

shall be effected in the following 

manner :— 

(a) Where the sum payable is the amount 

or balance due on a ten dollar or a 

twenty-five dollar bond, by the pay- 

ment of such amount or balance in 
money of the United States of 

America ; 

where the sum payable is the amount 

or balance due on any other bond 

either, as the Minister thinks fit— 

(i.) by the payment in money of the 
United States of America of such 
sum (less than five dollars) as is 
necessary te reduce such amount or 
balance to a multiple of five dollars, 
and the issue of securities created 
under this section for so much of 
such amount or balance as is not 
so paid in money, or 

(ii.) by the payment of the whole of 
such amount or balance in money of 
the United States of America. 

The Minister may, for the purpose of 

paying any sums which under the pre- 

ceding sub-section of this section are 
payable by the issue of securities, 
create such securities capable of re- 
gistration bearing such rate of interest 
and subject to such conditions as to 
repayment, redemption, or otherwise 

(including repayment or redemption 

in money of the United States of 

America) as he shall think ft. 

é, All moneys payable under this Act 
in redemption of the external loans 
and also the principal and interest of 
all securities issued under this section 
and the expenses incurred in connec- 
tion with the issue of such securities 
shall be charged on the Central Fund 
and the growing produce thereof. 

Claims must be made by the subscribers 

‘duly authorised agents, not later than 

Jie 31st March, 1934. 


BORROWING POWERS. 


The Minister for Finance takes powers 
to borrow from any person, or from the 
Bank of Ireland, any sum up to £1,500,000 
to meet the sums charged on the Central 
Fund, or he may create and issue securi- 
ties at such rate of interest as he may 
think fit. : 
The champions of economy in the Dail 
will, no doubt, take occasion to oppose 
the bill, particularly on the ground that 
there is no immediate responsibility for 
the payment of this debt. Such a conten- 
tion would seem to be supported by the 
text of the bond certificate itself, which 1s 
in the following terms :— ;

; That system, and adhering to the instructions 


issued to the clubs officially, would go a very 
long way. 

It is to the credit of the great majority of 
golfers that they play the game with their 
fellow-clubmen, and that a number of the 
committees are discharging their duties in a 
vonscientious manner; but, since golf became 
commercialised and a source of financial gain 
to those who make a practice of making it 
defray a large part of incidental expenses, 
committees are finding it more and more 
difficult to get at those who think of nothing 
but their handicaps. 


THE VOUCHER. 
As well might the Royal and Ancient try 
to prevent the golfer having a bet on a round 
as attempt to prevent the working man from 
having a “' flutter ” on a horse race or on the 
dogs, It cannot be done, but those respon- 
sible for keeping golf a strictly amateur 
game can do a good deal. The Royal and 
Ancient, for instance, has ruled that “it is 
detrimental to the interests of the game of 
golf, and at variance with the spirit of the 
game, to play for large sweepstakes,’’ while 
the Golfing Union of Ireland has instructed 
its clubs to reduce the value of the prizes. 
Some clubs also have insisted on their 
captains limiting the value of their prizes. 
But what of those auction sweepstakes which 
provide members with the alluring prospect 
of winning £40 or £50, and of those com- 
petitions in which one "would hke to play, 
but who, being averse to gambling on golf in 
any form, must not do so, lest success would 
leave him with the alternative of spending. a 
month’s salary in the club or becoming a 
most, unpopular member-—a poor “' sport ”' 
Another most objectionable system is has 
presentation of vouchers for club competi- 
tions won, which can be passed on to traders 
other than sports outfitters or the club pro- 
fessionnl. It has occurred time and again 
that such vouchers have been charged up to 
clubs in the most unexpected quarters. 


Club committees could be of much, 


service to the Union and its branches 
by making certain that no cash passes 
between the club ard the golfer, and 
that vouchers for prizes and sweepstakes 
‘Shall be made out for presentation only to 
approved firms or to the club professional 
for balls, clubs, repairs, and soforth, 

Better still would it be if clubs, instead 
of issuing vouchers for prizes, took a leaf out 
of the book of the Milltown Club, and pur- 
chased their prizes, . 

Amateurs ean bet to their heart’s content 
with each other, but when we play in com- 
etitions, club, open or otherwise, we play 
or prizes, mementoes of our success, not for 
cash to be doled out to us as the ‘‘ value” 
of the prize or the so-called sweepstake.
